that huge, freckled fist has sent many a good map to 
the boards, 

To-day he is working at Skaggs Springs, an ideal 
spot for any man to work, or play, or rest. 

ile has passed the preparatory stage of getting ready,

Fitzsimmons thinks that he has found the fountain 
of youth at Skaggs Springs which Ponce de Leon years 
uzo sought after in vain.

LOUISIANA LEGISLATURE PASSES A BOXING BILL 


Mayor Dart of New London, Conn., says Young Corbett and McGovern will Meet. 
‘Doc’’ Again in Pugilism---Jim Corbett as an Advertising Medium.

While the coronation bouts were in progress 
our attention was attracted away from the heavy- 
weight championship battle between Jeffries and Fitz- 
simmons, scheduled to take place in San Francisco on 
July 2%. All the arrangements are progressing nicely, 
and the men are getting ready in a manner which 
augurs much for a well contested, determined battle. 
There was a fear that the meeting would be postponed 
to catch the visitors who will take advantage of the 
cheap railroad rates, which will be in operation during 
the conclave of the Knights of Pythias, but the fighters 
were the ones to raise their voices in opposition. They 
said that if their mill was not brought off on the date 
specified in the articles they would claim the large for- 
feit which is now up. Of course, the club did not think 
well enough of the proposition to forfeit what it had up 
and dropped the matter. 

“We do not want the fight put off,” said one of the 
directors, “for the reason that we expect to match the 
winner with Jim Corbett. Now, Corbett wants to fight 
the last of August or the first of September, and if this 
fight is put off until August it gives the winner no 
chance to rest,and he will want a couple of weeks. 
Then, again, if anybody has a desire to see the fight he 
won't let the railroad fare stand in his way. If we 
postponed the fight I'll bet it would not make a differ- 
ence of fifty people in the attendance, and it would not 
be worth the trouble.”’ 

That director has a very good idea of the situation. I 
never knew one of those holiday or convention affairs 
to make any difference in the receipts of a boxing con- 
test, and I’ve had more or less to do with the mana- 
gerial end of lots of them. I remember the time I 
matched Jack Everhardt to fight “Kid” Lavigne at 
Coney Island. A _ convention of firemen was in 
progress there at the time, and itis popularly supposed 
that of all men who love a “mill” it’s the boys who run 
with the machine, and a big attendance of the red- 
shirted delegation was looked for, but my feelings may 
be better imagined than described when I tell you that 
there wasn’t a fireman in the house except one, and he 
claimed to be a newspaper representative and got in on 
& pass. 

Reports from Fitz's training camp say that he is as 


brown as a berry and looking much improved by his | 


brief stay. 
According to his own story, the training so far has 


been little more than a pleasant vacation frolic, but it is | 
paving the way for the harder work which is to come, 


if appearances count for anything. 


“T am up af 5 o’clock and in bed at 9 every day,” sald | 


Bob. “The days up there are very warm, and I do 
most of my work before the sun gets down to business, 
and after it drops behind the mountains. That doesn’t 
sound like I was training any, but it gives me about six 
hours a day. In the early morning, before I take a 
bite to eat, Iam up and away fora long run over the 
hills, Sometimes I go ten miles and sometimes icss, 
but always enough to get up a good perspiration. Then 
I take a rub down and punch the bag for awhile. In 
the evening I go through the gymnasium stunts and 
box with Wilson. 

“You can see that I have not been loafing,”’ he added, 
showing by the way his vest fell loose over the abdo- 
men that he had taken off a lot of the superfluous 
flesh. “But during the day I lay around in a ham- 
mock or else go out hunting. It isthe healthiest place 
I ever struck to train in, and by July 2% I will make 
some of these fellows think that the old man is in his 
second childhood.”’ 

Hank Griffin will be added to the training force ina 
few days. 

Jeffries is keeping on the even tenor of his way, 
training carefully and not at all bothered about the 
stories of how Fitz is going to reach him. 

“They talk about Fitz being able to hurt a man at 
short range,”’ he said. “Well, I have made a bit of 
specialty of short distance blows myself, and maybe 
I'll be more than a match for Fitzsimmons at his 
favorite game. I know that I knocked out Joe Ken- 
nedy at Oakland when my glove had only about eight 
inches to travel. He was blocking a stomach blow, as 
he thought, when I changed the direction on him. I 
allowed my left to rest on his upper arm an instant, 
then shot it over on his chin. He went down and out. 

“Some people remarked [ was easy to reach because 
Ruhlin got to me several times. All I have to say is 
his blows did not hurt me. Iam very watchful—or I 
think I am—and when a man starts a punch for my 
face or body I always guage the force of it before doing 
anything. If I make up my mind it is not a damag- 
ing punch I allow it to land for the sake of gettingina 
counter. If it isa heavy blow I will get out of the way 
of it quick enough.” 

Both men are confident of winning, and there you are,
